by the Board of Selectmen, until May 1st or 2nd. 
The Board of Selectmen met over the week-end, to try to 
take a vote, but never did actually arrive at that point. Two of 
the Selectmen were ready to vote for one man, and another two 
were ready to vote for a second individual. The fifth Selectman 
wanted more time, to think things over.

lo participate in the vote. He will now be out of town again, and 
after he has returned another Selectman will be absent, so that the 
only time that a full meeting of the Board can be held will be dur- 
ing the week-end at the end of ‘the month. If no decision is had 
then we will have to wait still longer, for one of the members 
be in Washington, starting on May 3rd. 

The Selectmen, very properly we believe, will not vote on this 
in int matter unless all members of the board are present. 
It is to be regretted, perhaps, that some of the members of the 
Board find that their business takes them out of town, but we have 
no complaints. Their business is the means of their livelihood. 
They are serving the town for no pay, which is undoubtedly a very

call the Ipswich River. Such a flow, of course, is almost artificial, 
and the land has always drained poorly ever since. 

Much later, about — when the railroads were built through 
Wilmington, they follo a North-South line, across the paths 
ef the brooks. To the engineers who built the railroads, this was 
nothing of importance, but to the people of Wilmington it has 
been increasingly important, for the railroad embankments have 
continually, and in increasingly progressive manner stopped ‘the 
flow of water, toward the Ipswich. 

In the last few years, with the steadily increasing popula- 
tion, we have become aware of our troubles with drainage. Var- 
ious groups have entered into a field of study, attempting to solve 
the troubles. At the present time the legislature is spending 
$25,000 for a survey of the Ipswich, to see if improvements can be 
made downstream a study that should be finished by June. Other 
activities, too, have been manifest. Last year we voted $3000 for 
drainage, money that wasn’t spent, (at least not for the purpose 
intended).

WILMINGTON’S FIRST FIRE 


ALARM SYSTEM | 


A copy of a placard, showing the 
details of Wilmington’s first Fire 
Alarm system has been uncovered 
by Howard Downing, presently en- 
gaged in tearing down the old fire 
house. The placatd 14 inches long 
and six inches wide, was found in- 
side a partition of the old fire 
station. 

When the alarm system was put 
into effect on January 1, 1906, the 
alarm was blown on a whistle op- 
erated with compressed air, which 
was located at the top of the stee- 
ple, formerly on the Town Hall. The 
motor for the pump, which com- 
pressed the air, was in the base- 
ment ,and power was provided by 
electricity led from the old car 
lines, which came down Wildwood 
street, to’ Nichol’s corner, and turn- 
ed up Middlesex avenue, to Church 
aye and bier y square.

HEALTH FOR ALL 
“The Good Old Days” 


Of course, we know that medical 
science in grandmather’s day 
wasn’t what it is today. But can 
you imagine a tuberculosis patient 
taking a glass of whiskey as medi- 
cine? It seems hard to believe. 
Back in “the good old days” some 
doctors really thought alcohol 
could cure TB. It was only one of 
many “cures” that sound strange 
to_us. 

In the early days of this century 
the state of knowledge about TB 
was confused, to say the least. The 
germ that causes TB had been dis- 
covered. What to do about the dis- 
ease itself was a subject for hot de- 
bate among the doctors. 

The use of alcohol in TB treat- 
ment dated back many years, Some 
doctors prescribed just a little wine 
as tonic or to stimulate the ap- 
petite. Their patients needed a 
hearty appetite, since they were 
often urged to eat huge meals with 
between-meals snacks of quarts of 
milk and dozens eggs. Other doc- 
tors had their patients drinking*a 
pint of whiskey a day. 

Most of the Physicians who re- 
commended alcohol did “it because 
they sincerely believed it would 
help their patients. Some, perhaps, 
were willing to try anything. 
Others, believing that TB was a 
hopeless disease, felt the patient 
might as well drown his sorrows. 

But the picture began to change. 
In 1904 a group of doctors and lay- 
men who refused to believe that 
TB was hopless founded an organi- 
zation to study TB, to spread 
knowledge about it, and to eft- 
courage its prevention and scienti- 
fic treatment. Today, 50 years since 
the founding of the National 
Tuberculosis Association, we know 
that TB can be cured with good 
medical treatment. Drugs of proved 
value and surgery are being used 
with rest to restore more and more 
patients to health, The disease has 
not been defeated, but the days of 
hysteria and hopelessness are over.
